Waltham Forest branch Parkinson’s UK 


This year the Waltham 
Forest branch of Parkinson’s 
UK is celebrating its 20th 
anniversary and in the last 
week we have also been 
busy marking Parkinson’s 
Awareness Week, which took 
place from 11 to 17 April. 
Every hour, someone in the 
UK is told they have Parkinson’s. Among them will be 
people living in Waltham Forest. The good news is that 
no one has to face Parkinson’s alone, because we’re 
here to help. 

I first became involved in the Waltham Forest branch 
of Parkinson’s UK in 1998 when my husband Tony was 
diagnosed with the condition. I took over as secretary of 
the branch in 1999, shortly after I retired. 

We offer friendship, support and advice to everyone 
affected by Parkinson’s. Whether you have the condition 
yourself or are a carer, friend or family member of 
someone who has Parkinson’s we welcome you. 

We have advice leaflets, an Information Support 
Officer can visit you at home and we also hire minibuses 
that can pick you up and bring you to our events. 

We meet on the third Thursday of every month from 
7.30-9.30 pm at Chingford Congregational Church, 161 
Chingford Mount Road, E4 8LT. We also offer weekly

seated exercise classes, an annual holiday trip and day 
trips in the summer months. 

Parkinson’s is a progressive neurological condition. 
People with Parkinson’s don’t have enough of a 
chemical called dopamine because some nerve cells in 
their brain have died. The main symptoms of Parkinson’s 
are tremor, rigidity and slowness of movement. 

The symptoms someone has and how quickly the 
condition develops differ from person to person. Many 
people with Parkinson’s lead active and fulfilling lives. An 
important part of coping with Parkinson’s is understanding 
how it affects you and how to work around it. 

Without the Waltham Forest branch of Parkinson’s 
UK I would have felt very alone. You can come to 
our meetings and chat, share experiences and ask 
questions. Lots of people are going through the same 
thing and are happy to help and support you.

Council tax counts 


• Council announces checks on Single Person Discount claims 

• Council tax pays for vital services, so you must pay the right amount 


Waltham Forest Council 
will shortly be conducting 
checks to identify residents 
who are wrongfully 
claiming single person 
discount (SPD) on their 
council tax bill. 

The checks come as part 
of the Council’s ongoing 
efforts to crack down on 
fraud and, given the financial 
challenges it faces, the 
increased need to make sure 
the organisation is recouping 
all the money that it is due. 

SPD can be claimed by 
residents if they are the only 
person over 18 living at a 
property, entitling them to a 
council tax discount of per 


cent. The Council’s review 
will examine all SPD claims, 
and check the information 
against credit references and 
information held by other 
public sector organisations. 
Where the facts don’t seem 
to add up the Council will 
investigate, and, if the SPD 
has been wrongfully claimed, 
seek repayment - through the 
courts if necessary. 

Legal action will only be 
taken as a last possible resort, 
and the Council is encouraging 
any residents who may have 
mistakenly claimed SPD to 
get in touch before checks 
are carried out. In such 
circumstances a council tax 


bill will be sent out so that the 
money can be repaid without 
the matter going to court. 

“While the vast majority of 
SPD claims are valid, there’ll 
be a small minority of residents 
who are claiming mistakenly 
and an even smaller number 
who are knowingly taking both 
the Council and their fellow 
taxpayers for a ride,” Cllr Afzal 
Akram, Cabinet Member 
for Corporate Resources, 
Business and Employment told 
Waltham Forest News. 

“We’ll be sympathetic 
to residents who’ve made 
an honest mistake and get 
in touch with us early, but 
those who think they can pull 


the wool over our eyes can 
expect a letter in the post 
and, in the most extreme 
cases, an appearance at 
the magistrates’ court.” 

If you are worried that you 
cannot pay your council tax 
you can speak to the Council 
and see if you are entitled to 
claim council tax benefit.

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“Unsanitary” food 
premises closed 


• Poultry wholesaler closed after inspectors find abysmal standards of hygiene 

• Blood spattered walls and evidence of rats concern inspectors 


A poultry wholesaler has 
been ordered to close and 
clean up its act after food 
safety inspectors found 
poor standards of hygiene. 

Leepa Halal Foods 
in Sutherland Road, 
Walthamstow, had been 


warned to improve cleanliness 
standards in December and 
stop cutting and preparing 
meat and poultry until hygiene 
standards had improved. 

But the business was 
caught cutting poultry again 
in January, which resulted in 


staff being banned from using 
the bandsaws that were 
being used to cut the meat. 
Further complaints were 
received that cutting was 
taking place in March. 

Officers from the Council’s 
Food Safety Team and the

Food Standards Agency visited 
the premises on Thursday 
7 April to investigate the latest 
complaint and found hygiene 
and cleanliness standards had 
deteriorated considerably since 
January’s visit. 

Building work was being 
carried out and there was 
dust over food containers, 
conditions were unsanitary 
and there was an open drain 
in the area where food was 
being prepared. Floors were 
in a poor condition, walls were 
found spattered with blood 
and there was evidence of 
rats. The staff rest room and 
changing area was also filthy. 

Magistrates approved the 
closure of the premises on 
Friday 8 April and ordered the 
owners to pay costs of £930. 

Waltham Forest Council’s 
Cabinet Member for 
Environment, Cllr Clyde 
Loakes, told Waltham Forest 
News: “It beggars belief 
that a business can be told 
to improve its standards of 
hygiene and decide to put 
the general public at risk by 
completely ignoring those 
instructions. 

“There is absolutely no 
excuse for having unhygienic 
and filthy premises and the 
owners of food premises need 
to understand that they have 
an obligation to protect the 
health of their customers by 
working in sanitary conditions. 

“We will continue to 
take robust action against 
irresponsible business owners 
to ensure that hygiene 
standards across Waltham 
Forest remain high.”

Referendum reminder 

It’s a last reminder from Waltham Forest News about the 
UK-wide referendum on voting reform, which takes place on 
Thursday 5 May. By now you’ve probably had a booklet on the 
referendum put through your letterbox and seen the adverts on 
TV, but, as a reminder, the referendum is on the voting system 
used for elections to the UK Parliament. The question being put 
to voters is: “At present, the UK uses the ‘first past the post’ 
system to elect MPs to the House of Commons. Should the 
‘alternative vote’ system be used instead?” Polling stations will 
be open from 7am-10pm. You should have received a card with 
details of your local polling station. When voting at a polling 
station, it’s helpful to take your poll card with you, but, if you 
don’t have it, don’t let that stop you - you can still vote. If you 
applied for a postal vote, it needs to be received by the Return 
Officer by 10pm on Thursday 5 May. If you have left it too late 
to post back, you can drop it off at your polling station or at 
Waltham Forest Town Hall.

Evacuees go back to school 

• Wartime evacuees present commemorative plaque to thank village that took them in 

• Children from Walthamstow and Langham learn about life in the Second World War from real people’s experiences 


In 1939 a group of children 
from a Walthamstow 
school were evacuated 
to the village of Langham 
in Rutland. Now, more 
than 70 years later, the 
evacuees have shown 
their thanks to the village 
that took them in and gave 
them a safe haven. 

Les Dvorking, who still lives 
in Walthamstow, was seven 
years old when he and his 
classmates from Maynard 
Road School (now called 
Henry Maynard School) left 
London on 3 September 1939 
to escape the risk of bombing 
during World War Two. 

On Friday 8 April this year 
Les and some of his old school 
friends returned to Langham, a 
village near Oakham in Rutland, 
to present the local primary 
school with a commemorative 
plaque that thanks the village 
for welcoming them with 
open arms. 

Les talks fondly of his time in 
Langham, remembering the fun 
he had living in the countryside, 


far removed from his urban 
home. He lived at Rocott 
Farm with a couple called Mr 
and Mrs Greaves and fellow 
evacuee Bernard Payne. 

“It was a very different 
life, two London boys were 
suddenly surrounded by 
green and fields and we had 
a wonderful time living in the 
country, said Les. 

“Mr and Mrs Greaves 
welcomed us into their home 
and showed 
great kindness. 

They didn’t 
have children of 
their own and 
Mrs Greaves 
always used to 
refer to us 
as “my boys”. 

“I’m glad 
we’ve been 
able to come 
and give 
something 
back to the 
village, so that 
they will always 
know how 


much we appreciated all the 
villagers did for us as children 
during war time.” 

When they first arrived the 
evacuees were accompanied 
by their Headteacher Miss 
Widdicombe and other 
teachers and were taught 
in the village hall. When 
they were old enough they 
attended the secondary 
school in nearby Oakham. 

Les returned to 


Walthamstow in 1944, where 
he has remained ever since. 
Unfortunately Mr Greaves 
died not long after the war, 
but Les kept in touch with Mrs 
Greaves, and attended her 
funeral when she died. 

At the plaque unveiling 
ceremony Les was joined 
by his old classmates Ken 
Bloomfield, John Carter and 
Gary Godfrey who have since 
moved away from Waltham 


Forest. Also present was 
Henry Maynard Headteacher 
Alun North and some of his 
pupils and Langham Church 
of England Primary School 
Headteacher Janet Lord and 
some of her pupils. 

Three children from Henry 
Maynard School travelled 
up to Langham to see first 
hand just how life changed 
for the evacuees when they 
moved from their home in the 
capital to the 
countryside. 

Alun North, 
Headteacher of 
Henry Maynard 
School, told 
Waltham 
Forest News: 
“We had a 
lovely day and 
it really helped 
the children 
think about 
how difficult 
it must have 
been for the 
evacuees to 
leave behind 


their life in London and move 
to the countryside to live with 
strangers.” 

After the unveiling ceremony 
the evacuees and party from 
Henry Maynard school joined 
Langham pupils and staff for 
a special lunch. Both sets of 
pupils then had some special 
lessons about the Second 
World War and Gary Godfrey 
and Les Dvorkin talked about 
their wartime experiences 
and what it was like to be 
an evacuee. 

Janet Lord, Headteacher of 
Langham Church of England 
Primary School said: “We 
were thrilled and delighted 
that the evacuees came up 
to Langham and presented 
the plaque. 

“It was an absolute joy to 
hear that they had a happy 
time while they were living in 
our village and the stories 
they told the children really 
helped them to understand 
more about the war. It really 
brought the subject to life 
for the children.”

Hard working pupils are 
swapping weekend lie- 
ins for lessons and extra 
learning at an innovative 
Saturday school. 

Top-up Saturday@Lammas’ 
attracts more than 100 pupils 
a week and teaches students 
through fun workshops 
designed to reinforce the 
lessons learned during the 
regular school week. 

Pupils from Lammas School 
and Sports College and nine 
local primary schools are 
placed into four different year 
groups (year 5, 6, 7 and 8), 
given a healthy breakfast and 
then told their timetable and 
what they will be learning 
throughout the day. 

All of the workshops 
are based on the Lammas 
Values, which pupils know 
as FRED ICE. These values 
are: friendship, respect, 
excellence, determination, 
inspiration, courage and 


equality. Nine student 
leaders are responsible for 
mentoring, nurturing and 
acting as role models for the 
younger children. 

Shelly Khaled, Senior 
Learning Mentor at Lammas, 
told Waltham Forest News: 
“The top-up lessons are a 


great way for the children to 
build on their knowledge in 
a fun environment and make 
new friends. 

“The focus is on learning 
while having fun. Pupils 
recently learned about 
angles, tension and volumes 
by making a tower out 
of spaghetti and English 
through the use of music 
and art. 


“We also spend the last 
hour of the day giving the 
children the chance to do 
something fun such as 
rock climbing, trampolining, 
drama, sports, street dance 
or music. 

“It’s popular with parents 
and the children. One mum 


told us she can’t get her 
son out of bed on weekday 
mornings, but he’s raring to 
go on Saturdays.” 

As well as maths and 
English, the sessions also 
provide ICT workshops that 
help improve the children’s 
research, communication, 
influencing, design and 
teambuilding skills. And 
personal development 


workshops focus on 
building a positive attitude 
towards learning and raising 
aspirations. 

Cabinet Member for 
Children and Young People, 
Cllr Saima Mahmud, said: 
“This is a fantastic initiative 
that really puts the fun into 
learning and provides a 
boost to the children who 
take part. 

“It’s important that learning 
is fun and relevant and I am 
sure the top up sessions will 
help the pupils taking part 
and support the school work 
they do during the week.”

A Walthamstow School which achieved some of the fastest 
improving GCSE results in London has been given national 
recognition for its success. Willowfield Humanities College in 
Clifton Avenue was commended for its record in improving 
GCSE results by the Specialist Schools and Academies Trust, a 
body which represents more than 5,000 schools nationally. The 
percentage of children receiving five or more A* to C grade GCSEs 
at Willowfield had improved by 20 per cent in three years, going 
up to 56 per cent in 2010. High performing pupils included Atiq 
Tariq who passed 12 GCSEs at A* to A grade and Fajar Rajar who 
gained 10 A* to A grades.

Overview 

It is everyone’s right to live in a property where they feel safe, secure and comfortable. 
The Council is embarking on an ambitious programme to improve the general conditions 
of accommodation in Waltham Forest, especially in private rented housing. There is a 
need to raise the standards that landlords and letting agents have to satisfy, in order 
for their properties to be ‘approved’ by the Council. A number of schemes are being 
proposed/introduced, which will enable the Council to monitor/inspect properties in 
the borough to ensure they reach the required standards. 


LANDLORD ACCREDITATION SCHEME 


Waltham Forest Council is part of the London 
Landlord Accreditation Scheme (LLAS), which 
is an effective means of improving the private 
rented sector. The LLAS is founded on the 
belief that the more knowledge and awareness 
landlords have about managing their properties, 
the more likely they will maintain them to a higher 
standard. This will improve their tenants’ safety 
and health and their businesses will benefit from 
better knowledge of the law. We hope to: 

• Improve the quality of accommodation 
available in the private rented sector. 

• Promote good practice and improve 
standards in the private rented sector. 

• Give advice and support to landlords so 
they can provide good quality well-managed 
accommodation. 

• Inform landlords about legal proposals, policy 
or administrative changes, and other matters 
that might affect them. 

• Reduce the number of landlord/tenant 
disputes needing intervention by Council 
officers both in relation to property condition 
and tenancy issues. 


HOMEOWNERS 

The Council is working with Home Improvement 
Trust and a number of other organisations, such 
as Home Improvement Agency and London 
Rebuilding Society to provide advice and 
services to people aged 60 and over, 
who are homeowners or long-term leaseholders, 
to enable them to make repairs and renovations 
to their homes. The scheme will work on a 
referral basis and all applicants will have to

Property Accreditation 

To supplement the LU\S which is voluntary, 
the Council has established its own additional 
approved property criteria, to reinforce our 
commitment to raising standards in private 
rented housing. The Council’s property standards 
reinforce this by developing high standards 
for the properties. This means that we require 
properties to meet a basic minimum property 
standard, before we can accept them for 
accreditation. These include being free from 
damp, providing heating and hot water, carpets 
or appropriate flooring and adequate fire safety 
standards. There is a fee of £50 per property 
for accreditation. You can apply by contacting 
Housing Standards on 020 8496 3000 or 
housing.standards@walthamforest.gov.uk 
The full standards are available at www.

LICENSING 


There have been concerns raised both by 
local Councillors and residents, particularly in 
the area close to the Olympic site, that work 
needs to be carried out to improve standards 
of Houses in Multiple Occupation (HMOs). It is 
felt that Olympic visitors will want to visit or stay 
in Cathall, Leyton, Grove Green and part of Lea 
Bridge due to the close proximity to the Olympic 
site in Stratford. We want to ensure that the 
rented housing within the area is of the highest 
quality, and one of the ways to do this would be 
through additional licensing.

As a result, the Council is starting consultation 
week commencing 18 April about implementing 
Housing Action Zones (HAZ). Opinion 
Research Services will be visiting these areas 
with questionnaires and there will be public 
consultation events held at Leyton Orient on 1 
and 2 June. The HAZ aims to improve many of 
the problems residents are concerned about in 
the area, through co-ordinating and focusing 
Council services. In particular, we will be tackling 
residents’ concerns regarding the high numbers 
of poor quality properties that are rented, 
which often have a detrimental impact on their 
community. To help us ensure that rented 
accommodation is well managed and meets the 
necessary standards, we are looking to impose 
a condition that will require all landlords to apply 
for a licence to rent accommodation within the 
HAZ. This requirement for landlords to apply 
for licences will not come into force until later in 


the year and will be dependent on the results 
of our consultation process. Information on the
